(2) Employment Opportunities.

employment. In addition, the 
Government has sent a Trade

(3) Land and Loans for Soldiers 


To help soldiers become far- 
mers the Government has de- 
veloped a programme that 
includes the providing of land, 
the granting of loans, and the 
training and supervision of 
those inexperienced in farming. 
At present, the soldier is grant- 
ed, free, in addition to his or- 
dinary homestead right, one 
quarter-section of Dominion 
lands. He also receives a loan 
up to the maximum of $2,500. 


These original plans are iow 
being broadened. If Parliament 
passes the new proposals during 
this session, the Soldier Settle- 
ment Board will be able to buy 
suitable land and re-sell it to 


. the soldier at cost. 


Land up to the value of 
$5,000 may be bought by. this 
plan—the money to be repaid 
in 20 years. The low interest 
rate of 5 per cent. wii! be 
charged. These new proposa!s 
will also permit the Soldicr 
Settlement Board Ao loan the 
soldier-farmer up to $2,500 for 
purchasing equipment, ete., in 
addition to $5,000 loan on his 
farm.

Electricity is one of the most im- 
portant labor savers being introduced 
on the farms today. It has much to 
recommend it for use about the 
farm premises, ! 

It is safe and clean. Safe, because 
there is none of the risk and hazard 
about the use of electricity, properly 
wired and installed, that there is 
about any of the open flame lighting 
systems, candles, lamps, lanterns, gas- 
oline, or gas. 

It is clean, There are no smoky, 
smelly lamps to fill nor foul-smelling 
appliances to care for. 

Electricity service can be had; 
wherever a wire can be carried. 

Just press a button and electric 
current is at hand to light the prem- 
ises, to turn motors, for running all 
sorts of light machinery, and to pro- 
vide heat for flatirons, warming pans, 
toaster stoves, and the like. 

It will do a churning for one cent, 
and milk twenty cows with less than 
ten cents’ worth of electricity. 

It is the common testimony of 
farmers who use electricity about 
their property that they save any- 
where from twenty to twenty-five 
hours a week that is, from the labo: 
of all the members of the family, by 
means of electricity. 

A one-sixth or onc-fourth horse 
~power motor will run most of the 
smal] farm machines, like the cream 
separator, churn, fanning mill, horse 
clippers, grindstones, washing mach- 
ines for from two to four cents an 
hour, while to run a one-half horse 
power motor such as will operate a 
milking machine or several wvits, 
would cost only three or four cents 
more, ‘ 

It is in operations like these that 
electricity effects a time saving. For 
while it runs machines at almost no 
cost; hands are freed for labor that 
they must do—for tasks that, must h- 
done vith time is worth—who car 
say how much; for who can say how 
many dollars an hour farm labor is 
worth in certain rusi seasons when 
crops are crying for attention and 
help is scarce? 

A little electric motor will run 
pressure pump, keeping water piped 
automatically to any point desired 
about the house, barn yard or gar- 
den. 

This provides running water for 
use in the dairy. kitchen, laundry, 
bathroom, or stock troughs or right 
at the mangers in the stable, just at 
a turn of the faucet, for sprinkling 
lawn and garden, for washing car- 
riages or automobiles, and, quite as 
important, for fire p-otection. A pres- 
sure >f fifty pounds can be main- 
tained and this is sufficient to force 
: stream of %:ter over any of the 
farm buildings. 

Electric lighting is inexpensive 
lighting. A good farm electric plant 
will produce electricity for five cents 
per kilowatt hour. At that rate, ten 
eixteen-candle power electric lights 
can be burned an hour for one cent. 
This cost is one-fourth of what ‘t 
would cost to produce the same 
amount of light in kerosene lamps 
and it is better. 

While electric light and power 
bring much comfort and convenience

We may expect to see, during the

B. C. Iron and Steel 


No Large Quantities of Iron Ore 
Have Been Blocked Out 

The British Columbia advisory 
committee for scientific and industrial 
research has reported to the research 
council at Ottawa, the preliminary re- 
sults of an investigation into the pos- 
sibilities of developing an iron and 
steel industry on the Pacific coast. 
The general conclusion reached is 
that there is room for one large 
plant, provided that it is assured of 
the whole of the Pacific coast mar- 
ket, but that economic conditions of 
manufacturing and marketing pro- 


ducts under present conditions does 
not warrant the establishment of 
more than one plant. No. large 


quantities of iron ore have been so 
far blocked out at any one place in 
British Columbia. There are now 
two rolling mills operating in British 
Columbia using scrap iron and steel, 
and there is a possibility of this start- 
ing an electric smelting furnace. 
There does not seem to be, however, 
much likelihood of the iron and steel 
industry ever being developed on the 
Pacific coast to any large extent,

EDITORIAL 


Memorials to Our So'diers 


A subject which is engaging the 
attention of the people of Canada, 
whether they be resident in a metro- 
politan city or in the smallest ham- 
let, is the manner in which they can 
best and most appropriately com- 
memorate the memory of their fel- 
low Canadian citizens who, in the 
service of their country and Empire, 
gave their lives in the Great War. 
There is no difference of opinion that 
some fitting memorial should be 
erected in each centre of population 
in this Dominion, large or small. 

q There is also unanimity of opinion 

ss that in every instance the memorial 
should be just as fine as it is within 
the capabilities of the people to pro- 
vide. The only question is what 
form these memorials should take. 

Recalling the magnificent memor- 
ial monuments, shafts, statucs, arches, 
fountains, museums, and other struc- 
tures to be found on every hand 
throughout the countries of the Ol 
World, one realizes that in this new 
country of Western Canada there is 

p a sad lack of these artistic and in- 
spiring structures, Of course our 
history has been brief, and but as a 
passing moment in the life of a na- 
tion. We have, of necessity, been 
obliged to confine attention very 
largely to the provision of the more 
practical and utilitarian needs of our 
pioneer condition..- But the time has 
now arrived when it becomes our 
duty to commemorate in some per- 
manent manner the glorious memory 
of our soldiers, and to do so in such

q|and artistic monument, to leave it in 


a@ way as to provide a source of in- 
spiration for all future generations of 
Canadians, 

In some sections of the Dominion 
there appears to be a tendeticy to 
exploit this universal desire to pro- 
vide fitting memorials to our  6ol- 
diers by erecting some building or 
institution which is a neéd of the 
community in any event. This is not 
the right spirit, and it should be dis- 
couraged. No attempt should be 
made to capitalize public sympathy 
with the idea of a memorial in order 
to provide some service which soon- 
er or later would have to be provided 
in the public interest. Whatever 
form the memorial may take, it 
should be provided because it is a 
memorial, and not because of any 
other motive. 

Each community will, of course, de- 
cide for itself the form and character 
of the memorial to its own fallen 
heroes. In some places it has been 
suggested that this should take the 
form of an endowment fund for the 
better education of the children of 
the poorer people, and thus give 
them an equal opportunity with the 
children of the more well-to-do. The 
establishment of ‘orphanages, hospi- 
tals and other philanthropic institu- 
tions is urged in other places. In 
some of the smaller communities the 
erection of a simple tablet or monu- 
ment is advocated, while in larger 
centres a lofty shaft or stately mon- 
ument or. magnificent arch is felt to 
be most suitable. 

The character of the memorial, im- 
portant as it may be, is, after all, not 
the most important consideration. 
What is important is the spirit ani- 
mating the people in providing the 
memorial, and the lasting effect it 
will have on the life of the com- 
munity. It would, for example, serve 
but a poor purpose to erect a monu- 
ment which, poorly designed and 
crudely executed, would be a_ con- 
stant cause Of irritation to the +be- 


a state of neglect throughout the 
years uncared for amid unkempt 
grounds and surroundings. 

It is not the object of this article 
to suggest any particular form or 
forms of memorials to our Canadian 
soldiers, but rather to lay emphasis 
upon the desirability of the most 
thoughtful consideration being given 
by the men and women in every com- 
munity to the provision of a mem- 
orial of the character best calculated 
to impress, influence and inspire the 
children of present and ruture genera- 
tions; to inculcate in them a fervert 
love of country; to develop in their 
very souls a readiness to make sacri- 
fices and render service to their 
country and fellowmen, and to keep 
rever before them the glorious ex- 
ample of the men of 1914-18 who 
counted no sacrifice too great. that 
liberty might be maintained ana 
‘civilization live and flourish throug)- 
out the world. 

Our soldiers have left a priceless 
heritage to the nation which should 
be accorded a lasting commemoration 
and ever remain a beacon light 
throughout the ages to come,

A Floating Electric 
Power Station 


Used to Great Advantage

Ong of the many British “freak” 
vessels produced during the war is the 
floating clectric power station, offi- 
cially known as C.D. 258, Although

the control of the war office, not the 
admiralty, having been secured for 
the service of the Directorate of in- 
land waterways and docks. Its func- 
tion was to supply electric current 
when and where required for the mis- 
cellaneous operations of this depart- 
ment in connection with docks, har- 
bors and canals used for military 
transport. At a distance this vessel 
might pass for a gunboat without 
guns; technically it is described as, a 
steel barge. Amidships is a complete 
electric power station of 1,000 horse 
power, désigned- so that practically 
any type of electrical installation can 
be fed from: this source. Two oil 
tanks, cach with a capacity of 20 tons 
and an electrically driven workshop 
with lathe, drilling machine, and oth- 
er repair plant, complete the main 
part of the equipment. While this 
“universal clectric provider” is the di- 
rect outcome of war conditions, simi- 
lar equipments are likely to be very 
useful in the construction of sea and 
river works. They are also worth 
considering for the permanent. supply 
of electricity to riverside towns where 
owing to the nature of the sub-soil 
and other local conditions, an ordin- 
ary power station would be difficult 
of erection on a site convenient for 
water and fuel supply. In remote 
parts of the world a floating oil pow; 
er electric station could probably be 
installed and run much more cheaply 
than a land station. 


May Lift Financial Blockade 


Neutral Money Markets Will Be 
Opened to Germany 

Paris. — The financial blockade 
against Germany is expected to be 
lifted as a result of negotiations go- 
ing on at Brussels, This blockade 
was applicd at the same time as the 
commercial blockade, all neutral 
being informed that 
any loans to Germany would result 
in the termination of their financial 
relations with the allies, 

Neutral bankers furnishing funds 
to Germany were similarly black- 
listed, and the result has been to vir- 
tually shut out Germany from the 
money markets of the world, By 
raising the blockade, neutral money 
markets will be opened to Germany 
as a means of obtaining loans ‘for 
payments for food, The Scandina- 
vian countries, particularly Den- 


|mark, are said to have such excep- 


tionally large resources that further 
importation’ of gold have been pro- 
hibited. These large resources will 
be opened to Germany by the lifting 
of the financial blockade,

Major-General Sir Frederick Maurice, 
former director of military operations 
of the British general staff, declared 
that he favored the project, The gen- 


eral, who held his military portfolio 
from 1915 to the early part of 1918, 
added his opinion that “a great ma- 
jority” of the British people were en- 
thusiastic for the league plans, 

Arriving in this country for a stay 
General Maurice 
told interviewers “that for the first 
time in history, the British people had 
been at war and they don’t like it.” 

Previous conflicts involving the em- 
pire, he said, had been fought “with 
the fleet, gold and a proportionately 
small army,” but this time the whole 
nation had been engaged. For every 
American mother who had lost a boy, 
he added, 15 British and 20 French 
mothers were in. mourning for the 
same cause, and this had’a tremend- 
ous influence on popular sentiment, at 
least in Great Britain, for an instrue 
mentality offering a chance of pre- 
venting future wars, 

In France, where Sir Frederick re- 
cently travelled extensively, he assert- 
ed that desire was paramount to make 
Germany impotent as security for 

rance’s future safety. But he pre- 
dicted that as soon as the terms of 
the league were settled French opin- 
ion would be more favorable than at 
present, 


The general reported England “al- 
most unanimously opposed to con- 
scription,” but said it would be neces- 
sary for a few months to replace the 
regular army disorganized by the 
war,

General Conditions 
Improving 


Unsettlement Becoming Adjusted As 
Building Season Opens 

“Improved conditions are notice- 
able throughout the west, There is 
& fecling that the unscttlement caus- 
ed by uncertainties of the readjust- 
ment of prices and labor is sure’ to 
become more staple in the immedi- 
ate future,” said Chas F. Roland, 
western secretary of the Canadian 
reconstruction association, in an in- 
terview. “With the season approach- 
ing as it is, it is natural that both the 
builder and tradesman are beginning 
to study the situation more clearly 
and wisely. Public opinion,” said Mr. 
Roland, “is thoroughly alive to the 
needs of the country, and to the im- 
portance of the Building and con- 
tracting trades making an early start 
this spring, on the big program al- 
ready laid out. I venture to say also} 
that it is becoming daily clearer in 
the public mind, that present misund- 
erstandings bétween labor and capital 
ought to be adjusted without delay, 
and that any extravagant demands of 
either should be given full publicity, 
as it is a time when, in the interests 
of the country, the public should have 
a clear understanding of the  situa- 
tion. Once the saoerianey, of the 
labor situation is over and the buy- 
ing power of the dollar for materials 
and for living is increased toward a 
pre-war basis, there is sure to be a 
business expansion in the west that 
will mean solid and substantial de- 
velopment for the future. 

Realizing the great need for the 
rapid absorbment of returned men 
into civil pursuits, the Canadian re- 
construction association has recently 
suggested to westcrn boards of trade 
the advisability of calling together 
local conferences in the more import- 
ant towns and cities to consider the 
immediate industrial situation in each 
community, with particular reference 
to employment. The association feels 
that while results have been obtain- 
ed from the large display advertise- 
ments carriefl in the leading news- 
papers throughout the country, ap- 
pealing to the governments—federal 
and provincial—to start work imme- 
diately, there is, however, a direct re- 
sponsibility upon each, manufacturer, 
merchant and employer of labor, and 
it is only through the co-operation 


greatest results can be obtained. So 
important is the matter of building, 
which has been badly neglected in 
the past five years, that we should 
try to forget about government con- 
tracts and begin right away in earn- 
est to put into effect plans for do- 
mestic development at all points 
throughout the country.” 

Referring to conditions south of 
the line, Mr. Roland gave the follow- 
ing extract from the United States 
official bulletin: “President Wilson 
has approved of the appointing of 
an industrial board of commerce, to 
put into practical effect a program 
for the adjustment of prices of basic 
materials as iron, steel, lumber, tex- 
tiles, cement, copper, brick and other 
construction material, and from time 
to time, such other articles as. may 
be deemed proper. The United States 
report says that industry and labor 
will have a mutual interest in reme- 
dying present conditions, but indus- 
try shall take the first step in the 
reduction of the prices of commodi- 
ties, and should require of labor rea- 
sonable aid. In Addition to giving as- 
sistance to industry in reaching a ¢eat- 
isfactory price basis; the United States 
industrial board are planning to give 
advice in regard to such questions as 
the disposal of surplus war materials, 
Such a procedure, it is claimed, will! 
in substance establish immediately | 
basis upon which to resume activities 
and in this way the law of supply and’ 
demand will be enabled to come into 
play and the trend of prices, it is be- 
lieved, will be from that time upward 
and not downward.

The fair . in 
Winnipeg will be held in the old ex- 
hibition park if the city will loan the 
buildings. Ald. A, H. Pulford, who 
has discussed the proposition with 
Mr, Vanderlip, is of the opinion the 
cit}? council should take up the fhat- 
ter at once. 


Farm Lands 
Command Good Prices 


Regina, Sask. — Continued interest 
and activity is shown in farm lands 
throughout the province, especially in 
the higher-priced sections, of which 
the Regina district is a good example. 
Farm lands south of Regina, within 
50 or 60 miles, are commanding from 
$50 an acre upwards, while lands in 
the immediate vicinity of the city are 
selling freely for between $60 and $80 
an acre. In the Francis district the 
McClusker farm of 800 acres has been 
sold for $52 an acre; the Rutherford 
farm, immediately north of Regina, 
has been sold for $77 an acre to a 
Regina buyer, John Ferguson; the 
Proctor farm, in the samc. district, 
was sold for $55 an acre. All these 
farms are large ones of over 640 acres. 


Livestock in Good Condition 


Travellers in Western Canada are 
strongly impressed with the excellent 
appearance of the liye stock this win- 
ter. In Southern Alberta and other 
parts of the west thousands of cattle 
are to be seen.on farms and on the 
range that have not had anything at 
all to eat other than what they have 
picked up on the prairies or the pas- 
tures, The condition of these animals 
is all that could be desired. Pure- 
bred horses, beef cattle, and sheep are 
foraging for themselves and are look- 
ing exceedingly well. On one large 
ranch in Southern Alberta are over 
four thousand calves, and one would 
have to go many a long day to see 
better animals in such number. These 
animals also forage a good deal for 
themselves, and receive in addition 
from four to six loads of hay daily. 
The general condition of the stock 
speaks well for the nutritious grass 
on which these animals are feeding, 
and for the mildness of the climate. 


Alberta Out After Business 


Calgary. — Alberta is to have an 
industrial congress on June 4 and 5 
to which all the leading manufacturers 
of the continent will be invited as 
well as leaders in many other indus- 
trial lines. This is the result of a 
meeting of the executive of the Al- 
berta Industrial Development Asso-, 
ciation, an adjunct of the newly cre- 
ated provincial department of indus- 
try at Calgary. : 

One of the more important phases 
discussed was that pertaining to coal 
and a resolution was passed which 
registers. a decision tego out after 
the Manitoba and Saskatehewan mar- 
kets for Alberta coal, to secure lower 
rates and greater expedition in the 
movement of coal toward this end. 


New Roads for Manitoba 

More thar 1,200 miles of good 
roads, involving an expenditure of 
two and a half million dollars, may be 
constructed in Manitoba during the 
coming summer, Plans for this work 
have been prepared and will come be- 
fore the provincial government for 
ratification at the forthcoming session 
of parliament, At the present time 
there are about 5,500 miles of con- 
structed roads in the province; 500 
miles of gravelled, and 5,000 earthen 
embankments.

Stories of Hun Cruelty 


Told by Canadian Boys Who Were 
Prisoners of War . 

It will be many years before all the ‘ 
tales of cruelty, of wanton destruction 
and depredation and of cold-blooded 
callousness in connection with Ger- 
man conduct during the war will all 
haye been told. Men who have suf- 
fered in silence rather than Ict their 
captors think they were’ suffering 
will not easily forget, nor will they 
allow the public to forget the suffer- 
ing they endured while prisoners of 
war. 

Capt. David W. Corbett, a Canadian 
Y.M.C.A, officer, who was entrusted 
with the task of organizing relief 
and recreational work for repatriated 
Canadians when they crossed the 
border into Holland, in his report 
relates many tales of cruelty and per- 
secution which were told him by Can« 
adian boys, many of which make the 
blood run cold. 

“After we had given him a bowlful 
of beef tea, he broke down and. cried, 
apologizing for so doing by saying 
that the Huns had never drawn a 
tear from his eye during: the four 
years he was their prisoner, but that 
the kind act and the English v ; 
had been more than he could af 
is one of the human interest stories 
related by Capt. Corbett, He also re- 
lates that his first home coming trip 
was in connection with the repatria- 
tion of 600 young Canadians, none 
more than 21 years of age. They were. 
all that were left out of 4,000 lads 
captured in the March offensive, none 
of whom had seen Germany at all, 
but had been kept at work behind the 
lines, bringing up ammunition and do- 
ing other work within gun range, 
contrary to international law. ‘These 
600 were in-a pitiable condition and 
Capt. Corbett forecasts that probably 
100- of them will die within the next 
year as a result of treatment accord- 
ed: them, 

Men who were working in the salt 
and coal mines were given especially. / 
bad treatment. For the slightest in-+ 2 
fraction of the military discipline 
they were driven into the hot cham- 
ber, divested of every particle of 
clothing and left for 24 hours in .a 
temperature: of 100 degrees and dure 
ing that time they were given neith- 
er food nor water. At the end ‘of 
that time they were given scanty 
clothing and sent to the mines to go 
or a tWelve-hour shift while in a state 
of collapse. : 

These are the expericnces that Y. 
M.C.A, men are hearing every day in 
their efforts to assist the boys ; 
their journey from that hated Hag 
land to “Blighty” and many stop and 
wonder if the Germans come within 
the common conception of enemies, 
or whether they should not be hated- 
with a special hate, such as the world 
has neyer seen before. 


Asquith In Spain 

Madrid. — H,. H. Asquith, former 
premier of Great Britain, arrived in 
Madrid and was received at the rail- 
way station by representatives of 
Premier Romanones and the ministry 
of foreign affairs. He had a confere , 
ence with the premier and was to 
have lunched witli King Alfonso later 
in the day.. Mr. Asquith said he was 
merely in Spain as a tourist and that 
his visit had no political significance,

“Alberta Coal Possibilities 


Local coal operators estimate that 
$10,000,000 are sent out of western 
Canada annually for Pennsylvania 
coal, which might be supplied 
by Alberta mines if a revision of the 
freight rates could be secured and 
other difficulties adjusted. The Al- 
berta bureau. of industrial research 
is asked to take up this problem, and 
if a solution is found, Alberta mines 
will have a market for 2,000,000 tons 
more coal annually.
